Justin McCarthy Advocates Alliance Suicide of Admiral da Gania— Gold 
Between the Home Rulers Standard Defence Association's 

and the Liberals. Reply to Blmetallists. 



London, June 20 — Tho National Liberal 
Federation manifesto says that Home Rule 
is tho first and foremost of moaauree to be 
pushed, and there aro also mentioned tho 
employors' liability bill, tho WelBh ohurch 
disestablishment bill, the Irish land bill, the 
one man and ono vote bill, the local veto 
hill (looal option), tho faotoriea and work- 
shop bill, and sweeping reforms for dwellers 
in towns and oountry aro demandod in the 
interest of the whole nation. Perhaps the 
most important feature of all in tho mani- 
festo is the insistence that tho polioy formu- 
lated in t' e Leeds programme ;'iall bo pro- 
served until it is established beyond all 
question that whon the houses of parliament 
corr.e into conflict tho will of tho representa- 
tive chamber shall prevail. 

Mr. Thomas Gibson Bowles, tho Conser- 
vative member of parliament who made a 
special criticism on tho government seal 
fisheries bill, while riding along Rotten 
Row to day, met Lord Rosebery, to whom 
he romarked that this bill had passed. 
"Yes," replied Lord Rosebery, laughing, 
" and there's been a good doal of fishing for 
the seals of office this wook." 

Both parties profess to bo ready for a 
general eloction in July, and the outgoing 
ministry do not appear groatly disheartened. 
Lord Rosebery and Sir VV illlam Harcourb 
are particularly jaunty and jovial, and 
make it plain that their release from otliao 
at this timo waB the thing moBb to be de- 
sired. 

The Irish people aro taking great intereBb 
in the present Bituation. Justin MoCarthy 
has issued a manifesto to the people of Ire- 
land, BtatiDg that tho dofeat) of the govern- 
ment has placed Ireland's bitteresb enemleo 
in office "for a brief space beforo the elec- 
tion. " The manifesto Bays: "Downing 
afreet and Dublin oastlo will bo occupied by 
men pledged to the policy of coercion in Ire- 
land. This dofeat waa encompaepod by the 
hedonists who etill divide Ireland, and by 
the votes of the Chamberlains, tho Rusaells 
and other false friends of land reform. 
Advocating the continuance of the alliance 
with the Liberal party is Ireland's only hope 
of redress." The manifesto appeals earnestly 
to Irishmen at home and abroad for funds 
with which bo fight their enemies in the 
ooming eloction campaign. 

In an interview John Redmond said it 
seemed probable that tho eleotion would re- 
sult in the defeat of the Liberal party. The 
Parnellltes had advised the government to 
dissolve parliament whon tbo Liberal party 
was united. Mr. Gladstono gave tho same 
advice, and Redmond was in a position to 
assert positively that Mr. Gladstone re- 
signed becauso the cabinet rejected his ser- 
vices. If the government had dissolved 
parliament then, the Liberals would have 
oarried the oountry on the Homo Rule 
policy. They now go to tho country with- 
out a polioy, without a leader, discredited 
and disheartened. He did not anticipate 
that the Tory government wonld ooeroe 
Ireland. They would havo the power to 
pass the Irish land bill through the House 
of Lords, and thoy were more likely to do 
so quickly and to provide money for the 
purchase of land than tho Liberals. He 
was nob Bnre that home rulo would not be 
eventually dealt with by tho Conservatives. 
Tho political prisoners could not be worse 
off under a Tory government than they were 
under Mr. Aequith, the rotirlng home secre- 
tary. 

Replying to Mr. Honry Labouchern in the 
Housa of Commons to-day, Hon. Akers- 
Douglas, the Conservative whip, said his 
party was aoxioua for a dissolution of par- 
liament at tho earliest possible moment 
He hoprd to bo able to mako a statement on 
the subject on Monday next. 

Tho election addreBBes of Right Honor- 
able Meesrs. Balfour and Chamberlain on 
accopting nffioe, reproach tho government 
for not dissolving parliament instead of 
resigning. Mr. Cbamtirlain in his address 
adds : " Tho Unionist leaderB havo ab- 
solutely agreed that tho wild prrjeats for 
constitutional change and destructive legis- 
lation, whicn form tho staple proposals of the 
two last administrations shall bo laid aside. 
The Unioniota will dovoto their principal 
attontion to a policy of conatructlvo Bocial 
form, and at tho Bamo time will maintain 
tho full effioolency of tho defenaivo resources 
of tho empire. " 

Tho Timca aays that Lord Salisbury 
offered tho Chancellorship of tho Exchequer 
to M. . Gosobon, bub ho preforrod tho Ad- 
miralty offico. 

Four Irish sympathizers havo guaranteed 
£20,000 to tho autl-ParneilitoB for an oleo- 
tiou fund. 

The Standard Bays that Baron Halsbarry 
haa boon appointed Lord Chanoellor in sue- 
oesRlon to Lord Hersahell, and thab Hon.

NEWFOUNDLAND ADVICES. 

Governor O'Brien Suaha His iMinlBters— Per-

St. Johns, NflJ., June 20.— (Special. )-

sioner, Balled for England on Saturday. 

Governor O'Brien haa refuBed to invito 
any of hia cabinob to moot tho Frenoh Com- 
modore because thoy havo been convioted of 
bribery and corruption.

The first 
Instalment of tho loan was placed to the 
credit of the oolony in London to-day. 



London, June 20.— Tho fifth meeting of 
the International Rallvay Congress was 
opened thtB afternoon L tho Imperial Insti- 
tute by the Prinoe of Wales, who said this 
was tho firBt tlmo the railway oongresa had 
tho pleasure ot welcoming delegates from 
the United States. He thought it would 
profit them to visit Manchester, Crows, and 
other great works, adding that ho would 
venturo to say this, even to tho delegates 
from the United States, that great oountry 
which owned half tho milage of the world. 
Tho Right Hon. Jamos Bryoo, presidont 
of tho board of trade, and Mrs. Bryco gave 
a reception at the foroign offico to-night in 
honor of tho delegates to tho international 
railway oongress. The Prinoe of Walos, the 
Shazada, Nazrulla Khan, and other royal- 
ists, and Lord Roseberjv tho retiring prime 
minister, wo;e "smongst bhoae prosont. 

The gold standard defence association, 
by way of reply to tho recent bimetal 
memorial, have issued a long statement ex- 
plaining the object of the association and re- 
counting tbo arguments against bimetallism. 
The statement concludes : " The momorial 
proves the weakness of the bimetallic oause. 
After years oi agitation and discussion, all 
thab its advocates can produce Ib tho pro- 
posal of a conference, in tho vague hope 
that out of the conflicting thoorios and 
jarring interests thore represented by some 
process, as yet undetermined, Borne oure, 
usually uncertain, may be found for exag- 
gerated or imaginary evils." 

A double suioide ooourred in Parla on Mon- 
day night. Fabrice Carre, a noted barristor 
and dramatio critic, and hia wife ahot them- 
selves. M. Carro was well known in 
political and litorary clrolea. Madame 
Carre was recently divorced from her 
former husband. 

A lunatio who tried to force hia way into 
the royal palace at Madrid to dino with the 
Queen waa arrested yesterday. 

Baron Edmond Rothschild has bought for 
$10,000 and presentod to the Louvre tho 
Boscoreale treasure, oonBistiug of silver 
artioles found at Pompeii, whioh the Boston 
museum was trying to pnrchaao. 

The Prinoe of Wales and the Shazada, 
Nazrnlla Khan, dined with Hon. George N. 
Curzon and Mrs. Curzon to-night. The 
company Included a number of dukes and 
duchesses. 

The battle of the Flowers, whioh ocourred 
In the harbor of Kiel to-day, made an ani- 
mated and piolurosque scene. Numerous 
oraft were decorated with floral designs atd 
with great wreaths and garlands of Uowers, 
Inolnding the boatB of the American meu-ot- 
war, all passing hither. and thither in com 
plicated evolutions and procession. E n- 
paroL 1 William, from the deok of h 
Imperial yaoht, witnessed the procession 
The models of many anoleut craft wero a 
striking feature of tho display. 

Insurgents in Brazil under com- 
mand of Admiral DaGama, in the province 
of Rio Grande de Sul Brazil, have been de- 
feated by the government troops at Campos. 
Admiral Osoroo waa wounded and cap' ured. 
He subsequently euccumbod to his injuries. 
Admiral da Gama, finding himself over 
powered, committed suioide. General 
Taveres aBsumed command of the rebels. 
Saldanah da Gama was born in Rio Janeiro 
and was descended from a noblo Portuguese 
family, the moat illuabrious of whoso mem- 
bora waa the celebrated Votco da Gama. 
Some of the family now bold high office in 
the Portuguese royal court. Among the 
dames of honor is tho Countess 
J. de Saldanah da Gums, and 
tho Conntess of the Telleo da Gama. 
Da Gu,ma was ono of the ablest and most in- 
fluential officers of the Brazilian navy. He 
was iieid in tho highest estimation by Dom 
Pedro, tho Brazilian Emperor, and was 
always a stiong monarchist. When the 
revolt against Peixoto, ooourred about two 
yearj ago, ho romainod neutral for aomo 
tlmo, bub finally decided to join tho in- 
surgents. HIb acoession waB hailed by thorn 
as a great victory, but Peixoto made uao of 
da Gama's well-known monarohial tenden- 
cies to counteraot the effect of hia desertion. 

A special dispatch rocoived from Shang- 
hai Bays thab high ofiioials who aro woll in- 
formed expresa tho opinion that war be- 
tween Russia and Japan over Korea will 
break out beforo the next three months. 

General Navarro haB returned to Havana 
after having captured tho insurgents' camp 
and Btrong positions in Sierra Haesta. 
Fighting continued for three days. Tho in- 
surgents loBt 12 killed and many wounded. 
Tho troops captured 25 saddle horses and a 
quantity of ammunition and clothes. Only 
four Boldlera wero injured. 

The Turkish polico raided two Mussolmen 
schools of thoology in Constantinople and 
arreetod many atudonta who have arma in 
their poBBeeaion. It is roportod that from 
.'10 to 80 Bttidonts aro in tho hands of the 
polico. 

Lostor Dubois Howard, who oamo from 
Spokane, Washington, was murdored on 
Saturday, noar Valparaiso. Ho waB klUsd 
whilo on hia way to the mines to pay off tho 
men, and his murderer waa aecured.

Ottawa, June 20 —In the houee to-day 
Hon. Mr. Davies called attontion to the 
delay in paying for the aeizaro of the Willie 
McGowan and Carmelite, in 1892, off the 
Russian islands. 

Sir C. H. Tuppor said ib waa a groat hard- 
ship thab people who havo dono no wrong 
and had contravened no national or inter- 
national law should suffer such a loss. The 
Canadian government had f<-rwurdod the 
papers to Great Britain withoub delay, 
when it was informed thab a Russian com- 
miBsion would investigate these and other 
claims. The British government wore 
prosBed to expedite the adjustment 
of the claims, and recently, finding 
chat the government waB dealing 
with the soal fisheries bill, the 
Canadian government had ugain pressed 
them. No concession would be made to 
Russia uuIobb a settlement of those olaims 
could be reached. From recent advices 
Sir C. H. Tuppor bolloved a settlement 
would bo mado. The hands of tho govern- 
ment would bo strengthened If Mr. Davies 
brought the question formally before par- 
liament. This will be done in a few days. 

Col. Prior spoke strongly in favor of a 
British war vessel being sent to Bohrlng sea 
to protect the British Columbia sealers. Sir 
C. H. Tupper agreed with him, and o repre- 
sentation will bo made to the Imperial 
authorities. 

Hon. Mr, Ouimet Bays that Mr. Martin's 
letter is a clumsy attempt In tho interest of 
the opposition bo stave off remedial legisla- 
tion, Mr. Martin had no authority to 
speak for the Manitoba government. 

Hon. Mr. Haggarb gave a dinner party 
to-night. Seventy membors wore present. 
The sentiments of party unity were greatly 
applauded. 

The railway committee wrangled for four 
hours over tho merits of the two rival Nova 
Sootla railway bills. Tho discussion only 
stopped ab the opening of the house.

Many of the finds aarry gold, and lb is not 
at all unlikely that Slooan may yet bo a 
largo producer of the yellow metal.

There 1b gold in apparent plenty In the 
Red Mountains fivo miles south of Silvorton. 
In the Little Daisy tho gold is free, but 
very rioh apeolmena exhibited by the ownora 
havo failed to excite intercut. 

Harrison 
of Kaalo, is situated fully half a mile oust of 
the Little Daisy, and ores on it aaaay 30, 50, 
65 and 95 dollars per ton. The gold on this 
claim ia associated with " arsenical Iron," 
however, and no froo gold was discovered 
on it beforo this spring, when there were 
found three distinct veiuB, parallel and 
about thirty foot opart. Tho upper vein ia 
solid mispiakol oro about 12 inches thick. 
The middle vein is about 36 Inches thick and 
carries quartz with mispiokel. Tho othor is 
about 18 inches thick, quartz and lees miu- 
pickel, the quartz boing of a sparry charac- 
ter. 

Six inches of oloan ore wore Btruck on 
Saturday in the Noonday on tho galena 
farm. 

A good trail has beon mads from Silvor- 
ton abrosa tho galena farm and Eightmile 
creok to tho Red Mountains. 

Numbers of prospectors aro acattorod 
through tho " groator Slocan," and many 
looationa are being made on Tonmile and 
Springer creeka.

THE LONGEST DAY IN KAMLOOPS. 

To the Editor: — Your correspondent 
dneR not wish to havo it inferred that a visit 
to the olty of Kamloops, oven for a day, 1b 
long and tedious; on tho contrary, it Is 
pleoaant and lively. Tho holding to these 
fow lines suggested iteolf ob they woro 
wrltton during a visit on the 21ab of Juno, 
whioh Is undoratood hero to be the longeat 
day in the year 1895. But apoaking of the 
olty itself, the surroundings aro Buperbly 
beautiful. One of tho tinoat views is from 
the alto of tho Roman Catholic ohuroh, 
which ia built on a commanding aite with a 
full view of tho outlet of tho North Thomp- 
Bon river, its junction with tho South 
Thompoon, the Indian village and tho vallty 
extending northwards amongst tho green 
mountains. Tho Catholic ohuroh waa builb 
in 188". In bhe odjoining cemetery there Is 
only ono solitary " momento mori." On tho 
marble headstono Is ongraved under the 
emblem of the oross : "In memory of 
Charles MoKano, died August 5th, 1888, 
aged 49 years, a native of Actrim, Iroland." 
Ib may be explained that Kamioopa olty la 
altuated longitudinally eastward and west- 
ward. Ita rgain and only street towards tho 
western end is unique. It is occupied by 
the track of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
whioh rune through alowly. Easterly other 
streets are oddod along the southern foot- 
hills adjoining. Tho other city churches 
aro built along the plateau at the bottom of 
bhe foothills. 

A beautiful avenue oxtenda 80uth from 
Main atreeb to the newly built " Old Man'a 
Home." This handsome and commodious 
edifice, which io ready for ooouponoy, with 
the exooptionof having the furniture placed, 
ia eroeted in a beautiful spot at the termina- 
tion or oponing oi a amall Btream (Peterson's 
croek) fod by several small mountain lakes, 
whioh afford a never failing oupply of excel- 
lent water sufSoient for the household pnr- 
poaea of tho home and for the irrigation of 
tho land belonging thereto. The ground 
formerly bolonged to Mr. Jonos (now do- 
ceased), who also was proprietor of tho 
Grand Pacific hotel. It comprisoB about 320 
ooreB, and woe- expropriated for the purpoee 
of boing used as a Bite for the " Old Man's 
Homo." Tho former proprietor had ereotod 
a small cottage and planted an orchard with 
apple trees, plum treoa and small fruit 
bushes, which aro all bearing abundantly. 
On tho bushes are now ripo ourranta, and 
the apples are already large enough to bo 
used for cooking. The green oropa are far 
advancod and are kept in excellent ordor by 
a gang of nine convicts, who are thus mado 
to contribute something towards their main- 
tonanco and their good health. Mr. Ratch- 
ford, tho auporintendent, supplios them 
with a variety of employment suoh as hoeing, 
putting up or removing fonoes, grubbing, 
etc., etc. 

Business seems tolerably lively in Kam- 
loops. Hotels are numerous and of all 
grades. Tho Grand Pacific is closest to bbo 
railway station, but the Dominion hotel, 
kept by Mr. F. H. Nelson, has a bus froo to 
and from tho railway, and largo sample 
rooms. Tho Hudson Bay Company, which 
haa ita quarters among all the new commer- 
cial comorB, ia the connecting link with tho 
first trading post, established in 1810, by 
David Thompaon, the colebratod astrono- 
mer to tho NorthwoBt Fur Company. In 
1821 ib pasBod into the hands of tho Hudson 
Bay Company. Tho present "store " ia the 
third or fourth building whioh required to 
be removed or enlarged to moot tho require- 
monto and ohanges of tho trade of tho com- 
pany. The premises now uBod are largo 
and most commodious, warmod with hot 
air and furniBhed with tho oily wotor. Tho 
city waterworks aro supplied from tho South 
Thompson river, which Ib forced into a res- 
ervoir by a powerful stoam pump. 

The weather has beon rather more moiBt 
in Kamloops than formor summorB, and has 
gonerally beon most enjoyable. Horsoback 
riding is moro common in this city than on 
bicycles, although a fow of the lattor aro 
soon. Saddle horsoa not very largo are 
uoed by tho ladies. Those pouios are gontlo 
and smooth of gait. Thoy aro a remnant of 
the olasB of homes used by the old fur traders 
in their brigades. In faob the population 
of Ivamloope, in thoir out door rooroationa, 
may bo Baid to enjoy tho freedom of tho In- 
dian — tho dash of tho ranohor and cowboy, 
and tho refined statoliness of the denizens of 
Victoria.

THB NEW GOVERNMENT. 

li is very evidont that tho union of the 
Conservatives and tho Liberal Unioniata un- 
der tho new Government Is to be much 
closer than it has been hitherto. When the 
Murquis of Salisbury, Mr. Balfour, Sir 
Miohaol HickaBeaoh and tho Duke of 
Devonshire (Lord Hartington), Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Mr. Gosohin are all members of 
the same Government it will be diffioult to 
discriminate between its Conservative ele- 
ment and its Liberal element. It la time 
that these differences should ba cither dis- 
regarded or forgotten and thit the party 
which rules England should be simply the 
Unionist party. 

(The great obj sot of the eminent man we 
have named Is to preserve the union of the 
Empire intaot. Compared with this all 
others onds and aims are paltry and insig- 
nificant. The integrity of the Empiro onoe 
secured, there will be time onough and op- 
portunity enough to offeot all other changes 
and reforms that are doairablo and feasible. 
But the watchword of the new party should 
be " Union," for the indications are that 
thero is to be a new party. 

And, after all, the differences between the 
men who have combined are not so great as 
at first sight appears. Their principal aim 
is conservative. They propose to do all 
in thsir power to keep eafe and 
Bound the union of the whole British 
Empire, and if any ohange is to be mado it 
will be iu the direotion of drawing ita parts 
olosor together — to make the union both 
firmer and more intimate. 

The differences betwoen moderate men of 
all parties in these days is not very great. 

'• Conservatives and Liberal-Unionists," 
Professor Dioay— himself a Llbaral-Unlon- 
ist— in one of his late artlolea says, " have 
approximated towards eaoh other till the 
division between them has beoome a distinc- 
tion without a difference. Indeod, the ap- 
proximation has been more marked on the 
part of tho former than of tho latter. • ' ' 
It is enough for my present purposes to say 
that theBe oauses aro permanent. Tho var- 
ious electoral, economical and social in- 
fluences which have transformed the condi- 
tions of party warfaro bo as to rondor it now- 
adays a contest betweon the partisans of the 
Constitution and the advocates of revolu- 
tionary changes muat tond tc render 
the policy of tho Unionist party 
moro and more ,the polioy of mod- 
erate Liberalism as represented by 
the Liberal Unioniata. It is manifest to my 
mind that the iolluenco of the Llboral- 
UnioniBta upon a Unionist administration 
can bo oxorted moro efliciontly if thoy aro 
formally associated with tho Conservatives 
than if thoy remain casual allies whose 
Bupport can only bo rolled upon for oortain 
special purposes." 

It does not require a very acute observer, 
or a very deep thlnkor, to be forced to the 
conclusion that tho men who aro to work to 
advanco tho welfiro, not of one community 
bub of all civilized communities, must ba 
firmly and courageously conservative. The 
advocates of revolution aro everywhoro at 
work. Tho moat pernicious doctrines aro 
being assiduously and oloquently taught. 
The very foundations of society aro being 
undorminod in a thousand places and in the 
moBt ounnlng and plausible munnor. Tho 
most chorlshod and tho moat auorod institu- 
tions of sooioty aro boing attacked. Tho 
questions whioh tho publio man of to-day 
must Btudy and tho orrors whioh he ia 
required to combat are uot political, 
but sooial. In vlow of the momen- 
tous iasuos which aro at Btake, old party 
names and old party orgaui/itlons 
are worBe than useless, for thoy are calcu- 
lated to divort men's minds from matters on 
tho troatmont of which the wolfaro and por- 
haps tho very existence of society depend, 
to what have beoomo tho merest shows and 
shams. The time haa come when earnest 
mon Bhould attach but little importanco to 
names and worn out ories, bub should en- 
deavor to undorstand the true significance 
ot queslionB of tho presont time. We bo- 
lievo that It ia now Boon in Groat Britain that 
the true Cousorvutivos of the nation Bhould 
unito to preserve what thoy nil hold is moat 
preoloun, aid to make whatVolormi— prin- 
cipally social— that are poBMiblo and feas- 



ible. The men who havo juBb united to 
manage the afl'ilra of Great Britain have a 
moat important work to do and their oppor- 
tunities are splendid. 

A SETTLEMENT IN SIGHT. 

We aro glad to see that the^re is a fair 
proapoot of the Manitoba sohool queation bo- 
ing settled in a common sense way, and sa- 
tisfactorily to all the parties ccnoorned. We 
were quite Buro that no Catholic, either in 
Manitoba or anywhero else, was so unrea- 
sonable as to require tho Governmontof 
Manitoba to procuro tho enaotment of a 
school law under whioh public money would 
bo expended in maintaining aeperato schoola 
and at the same time deny it the power to 
inspect and supervise thoso schools. The 
Hon. Mr. Oulmot, who is porhapa aB exact- 
ing a Catholic as could bo found, is reported 
to havo said that all " the Roman CatholicB 
dosiro in Manitoba ia to teach their dia- 
tlnotlve religion in the schools in 
addition to the sooulur branchos prescribed 
by the local Government. Ho also addB that 
thoy are willing that they (bho Bohooit) 
eho'ild bo undor state supervision and in- 
spection and up to tho same atandard of 
efficiency maintained in tho publio Bchoola, 
with tho same school booka and the same 
eiaminationa." 

Mr. Joaeph Martin, who repreaanta a 
Manitoba diatriot in tho House of Commons, 
and who ia, moreover, tho leader of the 
Liborol party in that province, has in a 
letter to the Ottawa Citizon said : "That 
evidently there haa boon a misunderstanding 
with the Roman Catholics on tho school 
question, and he bolievea it oan bo Bettlod 
without tho intorferonoo of Parliament. If 
tho CatholicB only want religioua toaohing, 
as Mr. Ouimet Bays - , Manitoba will grant 
this." 

Wo trust that what haa boen aaid by 
leading men on bath aldca of the question 
aro tho first advances to an amicablo settle- 
ment of thia vory difBoult quoetion whioh 
at one time threatened to disturb tho har- 
mony between mon of the different religious 
denominations, not in Manitoba alone but 
in every provinca of the Dominion. If the 
loading men of both political parties can by 
mutual forbearance and mutual concession 
succeed in keeping denominational religion 
ont of politics they will confer a groat and a 
laBting benefit on the people of tho whole 
Dominion. 



CANADA'S AUTONOMY. 

It seoms impoaaiblo for some of our neigh 
bors on the other Bido of the national baun 
dary line to be able to form a juat conoop 
tion of the relations of Canada to Great 
Britain. They evidently believe that the 
Imperial Government is oonBtantly interfer- 
ing in the management of tho domestic 
affairs of the Dominion. They imagine that 
Canadians are in subjsction to tho " Crown," 
and that under certain circumstances the 
" Crown " exorcises its authority in a most 
extraordinary manner— a manner altogether 
inconsistent with the boast of Canadians 
that they aro aB free a people as tho sva 
shines on. 

The editor of tho Seattle Poat-Intelli 
gsncor, who ought to know somothing about 
tho constitution of Canada and of the way 
in whioh its Government is carried on, ia 
evidently under thlB improaaion. In an 
article on the Manitoba Bchool queation he 
says : " Separato schoola having boon abol- 
ished in 1H9U, an appeal wuc mado by tho 
Catholics to tho Crown, with tho result 
that a decision cornea down in the shape of 
a remedial order restoring to the Catholics 
the privileges accorded to them under tho 
old law." 

Again he shows in tho following passage 
what he moans by the " Crown:" 

Tho situation ia a perplexing one not only 
to the Manitobans, hub to tho Canadian 
authorities as well. While the provinces 
are in possession of a large measure of self- 
government, this Bohool queation will bring 
them to a realization of the faob that they 
aro subjects of a foreign Crown and that for- 
eign (Jrown through its final court can exor- 
olBe paramount jurisdiction even in thoir 
domestio mutters. 

Tho truth ia tho "Crown" haa had no 
moro to do with this Manitoba school busi- 
nesa than has had tho President of tho 
United Statea. The Cithollcs did nob ap- 
peal to tho " Crown," but aa thoy had a 
porfeet right to, under tho constitution of 
thoir own Province, to tho Federal Govern- 
ment of the Duminlon. That Governmonb 
submitted tho caBO ol tho Catholics — that is, 
their right of appeal to tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment — simply aa a logul queation, firat to 
tho Suprome Court of tho Dominion, au,d 
next to tho Judicial Committee of tho Privy 
Council. What waa wanted waB simply a 
legal opinion — a reliable interpretation of 
tho Constitutions, both of bho Dominion and 
of tho Province of Manitoba. Tho opinion 
was simply iur tho guidance of tho Dominion 
(lovorumenb. Xhub Government wanted tr 
bo euro that tho action it might take on tho 
question was legal, and consequently it 
applied to the highoat logal tribunals in tho 
land for an opinion on the constitutionality 
ol tho petition of tho minority of Manitoba. 
Tho Judicial Committoo of tho Privy Coun- 
cil has no authority whatevor to "order" 
either tho Dominion Governmonb or tho 
Provincial Government to do anything or to 
refrain from d dng anything. As u matter 
of faob, it was tho Dominion Govornmont 
whioh issued the " remedial order " 
whioh, undor tho Dominion Consti- 
tution and undor the Constitution of 
tho Province of Manitoba it 
haa blie aubhorlfy to do. Whon tho 
" final court " of tho " foreign Crown "gave 
ita opinion as to tho constitutionality of the 
proceedings taken by tho Catholic minority, 
it had oxerciaod Ita function. Tho Govern- 
ment of tho Dominion waa perfectly freo to 
uot aocording to its advice or to refrain 
from acting. Tho decision waa authorita- 
tive only in a moral sonae, as tho woll-con- 
eidered opinion of tho highest legal tribunal 
in tho land. Aa tho Govornmont was de- 
sirous bo do ita duty, to act aB tho constitu- 



tion required, lb followed the advice of tho 
Judicial Committee. Ib was iu no other 
sonse bound to be guided by it. That com- 
mitteo ia not clothed wibh authority Blmllar 
to that of the Suprome Court of the Unitod 
States, whoao decisions the Governments cf 
the United States, bjth Federal und Statea, 
aro bound to abide by and to oarry out. 

Tho action of the Legislature of the Prov- 
ince ol Manitoba shows very olearly how far 
tho authority of tho " remedial order " ex- 
tondod, for it. distinctly refused to comply 
with ita nquiremonta. That reluaal wan, 
it ia trup, worded in temperate and reapcot- 
ful tormr, but ib waB a refusal all tho same. 
Tho constitution contemplates such a ri fusal 
and directs what is to be done if " any deci- 
sion of tho Govornor-General in Council — i.e. 
the Govurnmonb of tho Dominion, not that 
of the Judioial Committee of tho Privy 
Counoil — on any appeal under this Beotlon 
ia not duly executed by tho proper provincial 
authority in that bohalf," whioh ia that 
"tho Parliament of Canada may misko reme- 
dial lawa for tho due execution of tho pro- 
vlBlons of thia eootion." So it ia soon that 
tho whole matter from first to last ia in bho 
hands of tho constituted authorities of tho 
Dominion of Canada. Thero ia no provi- 
sion in the constitution of tho Dominion !i)r 
any appeal to tho Imporial Govornmont or 
to any tribunal of thab Government. Tho 
reforonco to tho Judicial Coinmittoe of the 
Privy Council waa wholly voluntary on tho 
part of the Dominion Government, pre- 
cisely aa an individual who wanted legal 
advice on an important matter would apply 
for oouutol bo tho vory boat logal 
aubhority accessible to him. Tho au- 
tonomy of Canada, wo beg to inform our 
Amorican contemporary, Ib perfeob. Iba 
people govern themBelvea and a " foreign 
crown through its final court " cannot " ex- 
oroiso paramount jurisdlotion even in their 
domestic mattera." If our nolghbora tried 
bo realize thia they would U.igln to undor- 
stand why it is that Canadians aro eo loyal 
to Great Britain, and bow ib ia they aro ao 
well satisfied with the Constitution under 
whioh they live.

lb ia not, we think, generally known that 
Ireland is at the prosont moment better re- 
presented in Parliament than aDy other di- 
vision of bho Three Kingdoms. If tho repre- 
sentation of Groat Britain were aocording to 
population, Ireland, inatoad of having 103 
members in Parliament, would havo only 
83. Ireland, which ia gonorally represented 
aa being ill-used and neglected, haa twenty 
more members in the Houao of Commons 
than her fair ahare. This [ia a piopoaitinn 
that is capable of arithmetical dernooatra- 
tlon. Tho following figures aro taken from 
an article in tho June number of the Nino- 
toonth Century, by J. St. Loe Strachey : 

The population of the United Kingdom 
in 1891 was 37,740,283, and the total num- 
ber of mombera in the House of Commons 
ia 670. 

Dividing tho population by tho number of 
members each member Bhould represont a 
population of 56,331. Aa it is however — 

England, with a population of '21, -183, 008, 
haa only 405 membora, or ouo member for 
ovory 59,103 poraona. 

Wales, with a population of 1,518,010, 
has 30 momborB, or one membor for every 
50,600 persona. 

Sootland, with a population of 4,033,103 
has 7'2 membora, or ono member for ovory 
56,001 persons. 

Ireland, with u population of 4,706,162, 
haa 103 members, or one member for every 
45,692 porBonB. 

At tho proper proportion of ono member 
to represent 56,331 people — 

England would have 488 membors, not 
■165 as at prosont. 

Walea would have 27 members, nob 30 aB 
at presenb. 

Sootland would havo 72 mombera, as at 
present. 

Ireland would havo 83 membora, not 103 
aB at present. 

Thoroforo Iroland haa 20 membera too 
many, Wales 3 mombera too many, and 
England 23 too few,

MR. SORBY'S CLAIM. 

He Will Take Action Against the City on 
July 2 Unless tho Causeway Frlzea 
Are Awarded. 

The lettor in regard to Mr. Sorby'a claim 
for the prizo for Iho JomeB Bay causeway 
plana, whioh was road at tho city council 
meeting on Monday night and filed, is aa 
follows : 

Victoria, Juno 21, 1895. 
His Worship the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Dear Silts : Ro Jamoa Bay causeway. 
In this mattor wo have addroaaed Bevoral 
communications to you, but as yet havo not 
succeeded in obtaining a definite reply. Wo 
have noticed, howover, in tho newspaper 
reports of your meetings that you havo de- 
cided not to do anything with Mr. Sorby'B 
claim. 

Before taking any proceedings wo wish 
once moro to addrosa you with the hope of 
obtaining an amicable settlement of the 
matter and with this objeob in viow wo 
place tho following faota before you, viz: 
lly public advertisement in the Viotoria 
newspapers dated tho 2G'th April, 1894, tho 
city olork, on behalf of tho corporation, 
oalled for competitive plana and oatimates 
of coat of construction of a permanent road- 
way aoroBB Jamea 15 ly in tbe lino of Govorn- 
mont street to be received at tho oity clerk's 
offioe boforo the let July, 1894. An award 
of §350 and $150 reapeotively boing offered 
as first and second prizes. 

One of tho parti :ulars of the competition 
was that the amount propoaod to bo ex- 
ponded on the work waa not to oxoeed $80,- 
00O. In response to the obove notice 
twonty-one designs were submitted to the 
oouncil aa competitive plans, and the special 
committee appointed to consider tho relative 
mertta of tho designs reported that tho plan 
of Mr. Sorby (Ccaur Fidele) ranked first in 
merit, and that of " Horatius " aeoond, but 
the committee also reported that thoy wore 
advised by the City Engineer, a member of 
the committee, that be estimates the coeb of 
every one of these designs would largely ox- 
coed $80,000, and that consequently neither 
of the deaigna fulfil tho special requirements 
of the terms in this respeot of the competi- 
tion, and tho committee were therefore of 
opinion that neither of the deaigna wero en- 
titled to be awarded a prize. 

In coneequonoe of the above report prac- 
tloally nothing haa been done by the coun- 
cil respecting tho two plana abovo referred 
to, or the ninoteon othera which were aent 
in but not referred to in the report. 

Now, to place tho matter bef >re you in a 
light from which we truat you will be able 
to see it, we ask tho following question, viz : 

Is it fair and reasonable to call for auoh 
un enormous amount of professional work in 
competition by offering money prizes for tho 
boat plana complying with the particulars 
of competition, and, on account of two out 
of twenty-ono plana being tho beat, but, ac- 
cording to tho city engineer, not complying 
with the particulars, to pass over the merlia 
or otherwise of ninotoen plans, two of which 
must be entitled to bo awarded tho money 
prizea offered? As the matter now stands 
the committee havo not reported upon the 
competition as they ought to do und as a 
court of law would compel tho council to 
dJ. 

In addition to tho abovo we muBt romind 
the oouuuil that the particulars of tho com- 
petition did not require the cost of tho work 
not to exceed $80,000 according to tho esti- 
mate of tho oity engineer, but simply that 
tho amount proposed to bo expended on the 
work waa not to exceed that earn, The oity 
engineer, wo have no doubt, is perfectly

STITCHERY HAS BECOME A PROFES- 
SION, NOT A PASTIME. 



Artistic Embroidery and Attractive Fancy 
Work Wrought by Skilled Flu_em Kor 
a Livelihood— Practical Hint* to Ama- 
teurs. 

Sewing, it would appear, came as nat- 
urally to the feminine sex as the care 
of babies. For generations stitching 
was so inextricably identified with 
woman that "work" on feminine lips 
came to mean nothing hut tho use of 
tho noodle. Until a comparatively re- 
cent date it was, in fact, about tho only 
form of work in which convention per- 
mitted her to indulge without a loss of 
dignity. Nothing that man did was 
meet for her to do. It was not quite 
"ladylike" that girls should play their 
brothers' games or that women should 
relax mind and body after tho manner 
of men ; hence women clung with exom-

plary inaction to thoir stitching. But 
all that is changed. Thero are still some 
women who impart a placid atmosphere 
of embroidery, but they are, as a rule, 
past the period of active youth and have 
their habitation beyond the city din. 
But this is not saying that tho art of 
needlework has perished. Indeed thero 
never was a tiino perhaps whon such a 
quantity of needlework was produced 
as at present, but much of it conies from 
tho skilled fingers of professional work- 
ers who stitch for money, not for love. 
It has become an art, and tho various 
phases of needlework that fill tho homos 
of tho rich are largely the handiwork of 
those who stitch to livo. 

In tho shops of ovory city and town is 
plentiful evidence that needlework has 
passed from tho hands of amateurs to 
skilled workers, who havo assumed it a.; 
a serious vocation. But tho more perfect 
the execution the moro costly tho broid- 
eries, and many women having a desire 
for tho same must ply their own needles. 
For tho benolitof this class a few of the 
designs to bo seen this spring, and of a 
sufficiently simple and practicable naturo 
to bo copied, are hero described. 

A toilet bag which leaves nothing to 
be desired was not of the conventional 
kind, but actually a bag. It was made 
in this easo of lino silk canvas, biscuit 
colored, while solitary rose blossoms in 
pairs were embroidered on it in dull red 
shades. Tho lining was of dull red bro- 
cade. Another delightful bag was made 
of turquoiso blue dilk, overlaid with a 
handsome piece of Danish embroidery on 
white linen. A sachet remarked was of 
palo bluo satin, worked with yellow 
daisies, made of bebe ribbon, in the 
Marie Antoinetto stylo. The true love 
knot, inseparable from the old yet ever 
new design, was embroidered in tones of 
heliotrope. Theso can of courso be made 
in any color. Another was composed of 
dull blue bengaliue, decorated in a Jap- 
anese lino design, intercepted with sin- 
gle violets. 

Tho present fashion of hangings of all 
kinds affords a wido field for tho broid- 
erer. Plush, velvet, satin, silk sheeting 
and sateen aro popular fabrics for this 
purpose. Used as backgrounds, broider-

ies in gold and silver card, couching, 
chenille, outlino silk, rope silk, silk 
floss, etc., aro applied to them. For 
rooms that receive hard usage tho hang- 
ings are often of sorgo, unbleached linen, 
marine cloths, denims and burlaps. 

Tho so called Russian ombroidery is 
akin to the old time cross stitch, easy, 
effective and not at all trying to tho eye- 
sight. Hangings of brown linen, bor- 
dered with geometrical designs in rod 
and bluo, result in bedroom hangings 
which aro both serviceable and pleasing 
to tho eye. 

Of teacloths and tablo doilies there 
is a vast collection, all sufficiently beau- 
tiful to add to tho attractions of the 5 
o'clock ceremony. Out from lino linen 
and hemstitched and wrought in linen 
or silk, doilies are an exhibit of tho 
minutest skill and caro. In theso small- 
er articles tho old solid satin stitch is 
much employed. Tho edge may bo 
fringed and hemstitched, or a linen 
fringo may bo purchased and applied to 
tho edge. Tho latter may bo purchased 
at a oomparativoly small cost in various 
colors and designs. 

Ono finds in tho shops, for tho benefit 
of amateur broiderors, tea and tablo 
cloths with artistic patterns stamped 
thoreon ready to bo worked. Some show 
elaborate cen.orpieces with running 
borders, while on others needlework 
appears on tho bordors only. These 
stamped pattorus aro usually worked 
with linen flosu or rope linon. Care 
should bo taken to have tho broidored 
bordor of a width proportionate to tho 
size of tho :over. If tho cloth is a yard 
squiu-o, for iustauco, lot tho border de- 
sign bo about 3 % inches in width, and 
for a largor or smaller ono vary tho 
width accordingly.

Tho Skeena is now very high 
and the current aoswIftthatthoHudsouBuy 
Company's steamer Caledonia, which has 
been running very successfully bo far this 
season, hua been obliged to tem- 
porarily abaudon her trips. Several 
Norwegians who went North on the 
Danubo to eoe tho country stopped over at 
Bella Coo'.a where the colony reoontly 
started haa mot with good success. Among 
the paasotigers who oamo down on the 
steamer were Rov. Mr. Collison and family, 
from tho Naas river, who aro going to Eog 
land on a ploasuro trip. R. Farrell, 
travelling passenger agent of tho C. P. R., 
who had visiied Quatsino for tho purpose of 
arranging for the aettlemont there of another 
party of colonists, also arrived on tho 
aieauier.

Surrender of Several Town9 to the 
Insurgents -Important Move- 
ments ou Their Part. 

More Serious News Anticipated -Situ- 
ation in Puerto Principe Most 
Threatening. 

Havana, Juno 28.— The moBt serious 

news of Spanish disasters received since the 

outbreak of the ri bjliion reached here t v 

evening.

fllaximo Gomez. Tho garrison wbb quar- 
tered in a house, fortified with palisades and 
pierced with loopholeB for rifles. 
Tho place was also provisioned 
and contained a considerable stock 
of ammunition. During tho unexpected 
ahsenoo of Lieut. Romoio, tho commanding 
oilicor, tho fort was Burroundod by about 
1,000 insurgents under tho command of 
Maximo Gomez. The latter aent a message 
to the garrison of El Mulato announcing 
that ho gave the soldiers fifteen minutea to 
surromler, with tho alternative of being 
fired upon by the full insurgent force if they 
refused to do bo. 

It is added that the soldlorB were willing 
to fight and wero preparing to do so when 
Lieut. Romero arrived, and his presonoe 
being made known to Maximo Gomez, tho 
latter sont him a second note saying the 
insurgents had no deaire to shed blood un- 
necessarily, and therefore the HeutonantwaB 
given five minuteB more In whiah to sur- 
render the fort and its oontents. There- 
upon, it Is added, the lleuteuant surrendered 
the garrison against tho desire of his 
Boldiorfl, who wero most indignant at being 
compelled to uapitulato without firing a 
shot. Whon tho garrison waB in the hands 
of tho insurgents Maximo Gomez ordered 
tho village of El Mulato to bo burned, and 
after depriving Lieut. Romero of his arms 
set him at liberty. The Lieutenant was 
afterwards arrested by tho authorities of 
Puerto Prinoipe, and It is thought probable 
ho will bo promptly tried by court martial 
and shot liko Lieut, Gallego, who command- 
ed a garrison which was surprised in a 
Bimllar manner while the Lieutenant in 
command was away. 

In addition tho town of ban Garonlmo, 
situated abont fif:oen kilomotres south-east 
of El Mulato, haa met the same fate as the 
latter place. It was attacked by tho in- 
surgents under Maximo Gomrz, and was 
burned to the ground, after its garriiea of 
fifty men surrendered. In this case, how- 
ever, it is stated that the soldiers suc- 
ceeded in burying a groat part of 
their stores and ammunition before the 
tort of San Geronimo was captured by tha 
enemy. Advices from Puerto Prinoipe in- 
dicate that tho city is infested by Insur- 
gents. Last night firing was oonstantly 
neard about Puerto Principo and the mili- 
tary governor of that placo has issued a 
proclamation forbidding anyono to como into 
the towns or go out of them after dark, and 
no more than threo persons In future are to 
bo allowed on horseback In tho oity of 
Puerto Principe after nightfall. 

It is rumored at Puerto Prinoipo that 
Antonio Macco has suocooded in making his 
way from tho province of Santiago de Cuba 
into the provinco of Puerto Principo at the 
head of a large body of insurgents, and it 
may be his intention to join his forces with 
those of Maximo Gomez and make a combin- 
ed attack upon Puerto Prinoipo. Although 
the authorities here will not admit it the sit 
nation of affairs in tho province of Puerto 
Principe is looked upon as being moet 
serious. With a large body of insurgents 
under Maximo Gomez burning towns and 
capturing forts a short distance to the south 
of tho city of Puerto Prinoipe, and with 
Antonio Maceo at tho head of anothor largo 
body of insurgents reported to be advancing 
upon Puerto Prinoipe from the north, oven 
moro scriouB noWB may bo antioipatod 
shortly.
